Little Rock, Ark. July .)! —A state- 


ment was widely iinblisbed by tbo press a 
few day» ago that President G. L Green, 
of the Connecticut Life Insurance com- 
puny, ot Hartford, bad Issued n circular 
letter to policy holders notifying them in 
the event ot tho adoption of free coinage 
of silver tho company would he compelled 
to pay all claims In doprea'ated silver 
coin. Mr. F W. A!sup, of this city, sent 
a clipping of this statement to Secretary 
of the Treasury Carlisle with the r>>qucst 
for an expression on the subject, lie hoe 
recehcd a reply from Mr Carlisle, which 
Is In part as follows • 


"In case free coinage ot silver should be 


established Sn tbls country, I presume 
insurance companies ,ind all other institu- 
tions would continue to make tbolr pay* 
ment by checks and drafts on banks a* 
heretofore, but in my opinion the whole 
volume of cur currency would *Jnk *t 
once to the silver basis, and these check* 
and drafts would be paid In silver dollar* 
or their equivalent, instead of gold or lt» 
equivalent, aa ia now the case. I pre- 
sume no one supposes for a moment that 
It would bo the duty of tho government to 
keen the standard stiver dollar, coined I 
free (or private Individuals and corpora-1 
tlons, equal in vame to a gold dollar; i 
in other words, that It would betbednt; 
of the government to attempt ncdcH 
system of free coinage to mnintajg 111 
parity of ttic two metals. Tbe dotf 
would be coined on private account »o4 
delivered to private Individuals and cor- 
porations as their own property, the JOT- 
emment having no Interest whatever IB 
them, and he log therefore, under no obH— 
gatlon to sustain them by guaranteeing 
their value. 


"Under our existing system all silver-, 


dollars nro coined on account of tbe gov- 
ernment in payment of its obligation*, 
and It will bo an act of bad faith therefore 
h> permit them to depreciate. Town 
very truly.

That Is all that Is necessary to 


make It money. 


I makp this assertion1 Nothing but gold 


and silver coin ever has been or over 
will be the money of civilized man. It al- 
ways ha» been and always will be the 
money of civilized man. Oold and silver 
coin IH tho money of tho United States. 
We have treasury notes, gold certlllcates, 
silver certificates nnd national bank notcv 
that we call money, but they are only 
promise^ to pay money nnd they do not 
pretend to be anything else Some of you 
itmi»mbpr when greenbacks were at a 
lonHl'lerablp discount as asnlnst gold. 
You cnnnot circulate anybody's promises 
to puy money 
All our paper or secondary 


money aie but promises to pay money. 


CniMtltntlonKl Mon«y. 


Oold nnd sliver coin are the constitu- 


tional money of the United States I no- 
tice In one of the city panels a double 
column iiitlclc thnt Isn't so. Let us look 
Into It Congress shall have power to 
coin money—i osculate the value thereof 
No state shall make anything but gold 
nnd silver coin us a legal tender In pay- 
ment of debts.

First, it involves the interests of the 


entire American people. Jfot alone the 
mine and tbe silver bullion owners, or 
those who have bull-ion to rush to the 
mints, but it ijwolves the interests of 
all the American people. 
Silver is a 


commodity,,like'wheat nnd corn, or 
any other commodity. 
The govern- 


ment has no more rig-ht'to pass laws 
for the silver 'men and silver bullion 
than it has for people and commodities 
in other sections of the- country. (Ap- 
plause.) Legislation should not be in 
the interest of any special class of peo- 
ple. It is bound to protect the inter- 
est of the crecli-tor as well as the debtor. 
(Cheers.) It is not to legislate to as- 
sist any class to defraud another on 
favorable terms, but the government 
is to legislate for the interests of all 
the people of America. 


The proposition is the free and un- 


limited coinage of silver. What does, 
that mean? 
It means that hereafter 


the coinage of silver shall be placed in 
the hands of the owners of the silver 
mines and tihe owners of silver bullion 
and carried on by private account and 
by individuals, no matter where he 
hails from, individuals or nations, all 
have the right to bring their bullion 
to this country to have it coined into 
American dollars at a ratio of 16 to 1 
free of charge, and they get the profit. 


As against this policy we favor the 


present standard, all o-E pur money at 
ix. parity. Not since 1853 has this g-ov- 
ermvrent hacl^ any currency coined on 
pmute account. The profit has gone 
to the government, not to private in- 
dividuals. 


The first act in the demonetization 


of silver was done by the Democrats in 
'1853, when that party by its rote in 
congress\demonetized the fractional 
currency.

plause ) The Republican pnrty uevei 
put an a*.t upon tbe statute books de- 
monetizing silver. (Cheers.)

Judge Nelson has said thnt gold nntl 


silver are commodities, and that gold 
and silver coinage should be at a ratio 
of 16 to 1.

It means .that 
there is sixteen times as much value 
in vveigtht in a silver dollar as there 
is in. one gold dollar, or thnt sixteen 
ounces of silver equals in value one 
ounce of gold. At the beginning this 
government went to great pains to find 
out what the ratio between gold and 
sih er shouldl be, nnd it learned that 
in the marke'ts of the "world the rat o 
was 15 to 1^ It was changed in 1834 
to a ratio of '16 to 1. And now in the 
markets of Hie world the ratio is 30 
to 1. The Democratic party asks us 
to open our mints to the free ami un- 
limited coinage of silver at a ratio of 
1G to I. Shall it be at tlic ratio of 
15 to 1?

2. The commercial ratio has since 


changed from 10 to 1, to 30 to 1. 


3. The history of coinage nnd cur- 


rency establishes the fact that where 
the coinage ratio differs from the mar- 
ket or commercial ratio, only the coin 
over valued -will be coined and circu- 
late. 


4. At the present time there is not a 


nation in the world that has free and 
unlimited coinage of both gold. 4ind 
silver at any fixed ratio, much less 
16 to 1, that has both coins in circula- 
tion. 


5. All the nations that are now 


classed as having a double standard, 
have either entirely suspended the 
coinage of silver or placed tbe coinage 
in the hands of the government. 


6. There is not an enlightened or a 


leading commercial nation in the world 
that baa free and unlimited coinage of 
silver.

The amount of money in circulation 


in 1873 was $839,000,000; the population 
was 41,000,000, the money circulating 
being $18.04 per capita. Tn 1892 the 
circulation was $1,603,000,000, and the 
population was 65,000,000, the money 
circulation being- $24.47 per capita. 
That's a strange way of cutting- things 
in two. 
(Prolonged applause.) 


I have said it is she dxity of the gov- 


einment to provide a safe and con- 
venient euriency for the vise of the 
people. We have it. It is more than 
plentiful, and there are still Millions 
of bullion in the tieasury vaults.
